morial Hospital. That is not bad for 
one month’s effort, considering that 
the first part of the campaig n has 
been to ex plain the method of g et­ 
ting bu ilding fu nds and the plan of 
operation of the hospital when it is 
ready for patients. 
One hu ndred six ty families hav e 
deposited their $50.00 each or hav e 
started their pay ment. This has been 
done on faith and confidence, that 
finally a modern bu ilding for hos­ 
pital u se will be started. They know 
that no doctor or staff of doctors 
will settle in Hamlin territory u n­ 
less first there is a su itable place in 
which to care for patients. What 
the people who hav e pu t down their 
money want is a 
hospital and as 
q u ickly as possible.

If each family , who sig ns u p for 
the hospital, will see and secu re one 
other family , it will be su rprising 
how soon we will be talking “loca­ 
tion for bu ilding , the nu mber 
**f 
rooms to beg in with, doctors, and 
nu rses.” 
In the beg inning of the try to 
create a hospital for 
the Hamlin 
territory , we knew it wou ld take 
sev eral 
months 
for 
dev elopment, 
and now with more than $8 ,000 on 
deposit or in sig ht, we see that 
a 
$35,000 bu ilding , as the first u nit, is 
not so many months away . 
An architect is now preparing a 
su g g ested front-v iew of the bu ild­ 
ing , that will be on display to indi­ 
cate what we are “shooting for.” 
It will be for a fire-proof, thorou g h­ 
ly modern stru ctu re, perhaps shown 
in its fu ll size when “g rown,” on a 
plan whereby a start of a few rooms 
can be added to. When su ch a bu ild­ 
ing is u p and ready , do not worry 
abou t g etting two or three fine doc­ 
tors and su rg eons to serv e the 500 
to 7 00 member families with a po­ 
tential 1,000 other families who are 
not members of the hospital associ­ 
ation. This is an u nu su al field for a 
big practice, and soon the nation 
will g et back to normal and doctors 
will be looking for su ch backing as 
they will find in ou r Hamlin terri­ 
tory . Bu t in the meantime the peo­ 
ple of this cou ntry mu st try to do 
their part. 
We do not want to ru sh any body 
into this. 
Ask

of y ou r family . You hav e not one 
cent to lose by pu tting u p the $50, 
whether y ou ev er patronize the hos­ 
pital or not.

Now is the time for all people of 
the Hamlin area to g et bu sy and 
care for their fru it trees. 
It’s time, rig ht now, reports H. C. 
Stanley , cou nty ag ent, for folks to 
pru ne, sprav , fertilize pnd loosen 
the g rou nd arou nd fru it trees. 
There is y et time, Stanley con­ 
tinu es, to g et a new orchard start­ 
ed this season. Select as larg e a v a­ 
riety of fru it trees as possible; plu s 
kinds that are adapted to this lo­ 
cality and g et them planted before 
the dormant bu ds beg in to ‘‘pop.” 
In areas of ex tremely cold winters, 
early spring planting s are prefer­ 
red to late fall and winter. 
The dormant pru ning job which 
may not hav e already been done 
shou ld 
be 
done 
immediately . 
All 
fru it trees and v ines shou lld be pru n­ 
ed some each dormant season. 
If 
San Jose scale (an ashy -g ray 
scale on 
tru nk and limbs), a leaf 
cu rl 
and brown rot are prev alent 
on 
plu ms, 
peaches, 
and 
related 
fru its, spray thorou g hly ju st as the 
bu ds beg in to swell, with liqu id lime 
su lphu r or dry lime su lphu r mix ed 
with water according to directions 
on the container. If scale is u nu su ­ 
ally heav y , earlier spray ing with a 
three per 
cent oil emu lsion spray 
is adv isable. 
In the bearing orchard, 
if a few 
trees hav e died or look u nu su ally 
sick, dig them u p and replace with 
new trees. The soil su pporting dead 
or dy ing trees may be infected with 
diseases 
that 
will 
attaclk 
newly 
planted trees. To be safe, remov e all 
soils su pporting the old tree and re­ 
place with new, clean soil. 
Blackberries may be started this 
month by u sing rooted section of 
the old plant, y ou ng plants that may 
hav e g rown near the mother plant, 
or from root cu tting s. Berry roots 
three to six inches long and three- 
six teenths to oneJhalf inch in di­ 
ameter, planted two per hill and 
spaced

Now is the time for all people of 
the Hamlin area to get busy and 
care for their fruit trees. 
It’s time, right now, reports H. 0. 
Stanley, county agent, for folks to 
pruine, spray, fertilize find 
lo o s*n 
the ground around fruit trees. 
There is yet time, Stanley con­ 
tinues, to get a new orchard start­ 
ed this season. Select as large a va­ 
riety of fruit trees as possible; plus 
kinds that are adapted to this lo­ 
cality and get them planted before 
the dormant buds begin to “pop.” 
In areas of extremely cold winters, 
early spring plantings are prefer­ 
red to late fall and winter. 
The dormant pruning job which 
may 
not have already been done 
should 
be 
done 
immediately. 
All 
fruit trees and vines shoulld be prun 
ed some each dormant season. 
If San Jose 
scale (an ashy-gray 
scale on trunk and limbs), a leal 
curl 
and brown rot 
are prevalent 
on 
plums, 
peaches, 
and 
related 
fruits, spray thoroughly just as the 
buds begin to swell, with liquid lime 
sulphur or dry lime sulphur mixed 
with water according to directions 
on the container. If scale is unusu­ 
ally heavy, earlier spraying with a 
three per 
cent oil emulsion spray 
is advisable. 
In the bearing orchard, 
if a few 
trees have died or look unusually j | 
sick, dig them up and replace with 
new trees. The soil supporting dead 
or dying trees may be infected with 
diseases that 
will attache 
newly 
planted trees. To be safe, remove all 
soils supporting the old tree and re 
place with new, clean soil. 
Blackberries may be started this 
month by using rooted section of 
the old plant, young plants that may 
have grown near the mother plant, 
or from root cuttings. Berry roots 
three to six inches long and three- 
sixteenths to ©neJhalf inch in di­ 
ameter, 
planted two per hill and 
spaced 
eight 
to 
12 
inches apart 
should give an excellent start. Thin 
them out if too many 
come up 
Dewberries 
may 
he 
propagated 
from 
young 
rooted 
plants 
this 
month. Cut and store pecan bud­ 
wood of the 
desired variety 
for 
spring pecan budding and grafting 
work. 
This is a simple, easy job for 
the interested propagator. 
March is an excellent month to 
dehorn pecan trees on which it is 
desired to propagate the desired va­ 
riety of pecan. Trees so dehorned 
are usually “ patch-budded” the fol 
lowing June or July with “current 
season” buds of the desired varie 
ty, Stanley concludes.

In order to get 
high productivity and good quality 
products some consideration should 
be given to the varieties of vege­ 
tables adapted to this locality. 
A 
few vegetable plants, that are frost 
■ tender, 
lend 
themselves 
well 
to 
starting in a hotbed or plant box. 
A demonstration on how- to make 
this plant bed and handle the plants 
from it was given to 185 4-H Club 
girls in 11 clubs during the m eet­ 
ings in February. P art of the same 
demonstration 
was given to Home 
Demonstration Club women. 
In making the plant bed, equal 
amounts of garden soil and fertiliz­ 
er were mixed in a plant box. The 
rows were marked off four inches 
apart, and tomato seed dropped four 
or five to the inch. The seed were 
covered about 
one-half 
inch 
deep 
and small gravel was sprinkled over 
the top before the bed was thor­ 
oughly sprinkled with water. Sug­
